lie .said the purpose of the leg- 
islation is “to provide a viable

ciandestine supporter of cduca- 
lionnl^ labor, student and other 
units who bore the brunt of de- 
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fcnc.ing the society of the United 
States and our institution.s 
throughout the world.” 

Monagan, who has been work- 
ing on the legislation since last!’ 
month, when it was revealed* 
that Central Intelligence Agency! 
bunds .‘lad been used in inier-l 
'national programs by American: 
stuciem. labor and other group.s.i 
said the proposed American Ii>i 
tcrnational Cultural and Eduoa-j 
t.ional Council “will give open 
su])i>ori to organizatkins which i 
through their inherent worth will! 
symbolize democratic valucsj: 
land will gain support ihroughouij 
the v/orld for these values 1 
through direct confrontation andl 
competition with .similar Com- 
mu.iist groups.” 

I Konagan in a House speech in 
support of his bill said, “it would 
be fervently hoped” that the ex- 
penses of the corporation would 
be met from private funds which 
: would bo lax deductible. In the 
event: private funds were not re- 
ceived in sufficient amount he 
said, tlte bill provides author- ' 
ization for appropriations by the 
Congrcs.s. 

“Tlius,” he said, “while there . 
could be some goitcrnmental 
support, at least it would be * 
open and its extent would be 
known. 
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
